Fairbanks Expedition Reports 
Having Met With Success 


NO TRACE OF COOK'S RECORDS 


Story of Brooklyn Explorer Not Verl- 
fied In Any Particular—Four Camps 
Established During: Ascent, Which 
Proved Less Serious Than Had Been 
Expected—Rock Peak Reached a 
Month After Leaving the Base 


Fairbanks, Alaska, April 13.—The 
Fairbanks expedition to Mount Mc- 
Kinley, the tallest peak in North 
America, reached the summit April 
8, after a climb of one month from the 


base, it is announced. No traces of 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s alleged as- 
cent were found. 

The results of the expedition were 
told by its leader, Thomas Lloyd, who 
has just arrived here. He reached 
the summit with W. R. Taylor, Dan- 
fel Paterson and Charles McGonigle, 
the other members of the party. Au- 
gust Peterson and William McPhee 
financed the expedition, which left 
Fairbanks on Dec. 15. At that time 
the dispute over Cook’s claim to hav- 
ing reached the top of North Amer- 
ica’s tallest peak was at its height. 

The party planned to wait on the 
mountain, as near the top as possible, 
till possibly the middle of May, and 
then attempt the final dash. The 
hardships and difficulties of the trip, 
however, proved less serious than had 
been expected, and with favorable 
weather conditions the party advanced 
rapidly. They blazed a trail to the 
top of the mountain, making four 
camps on the ascent. 

For 4000 feet they were compelled 
to fight their way over steep ice 
fields, beginning at the 12,000-foot 
levels. Up to that level the going 
was not extremely difficult: At 16,- 


000 feet a camp was established, from | 


which the final dash was made. 

On one of the twin peaks of the 
mountain—the Rock Peak—the party 
left an American flag on a- pile of 
stones. In the trip up the mountain, 
according to the leader, it was im- 
possible to verify any part of Cook’s 
story of his alleged ascent. 

Dr. Cook claimed to have ascended 
Mt. McKinley and to have reached 
the summit. He said that he had left 
at the top of the mountain proofs that 
he had been there. 

Professor Herschel C. Parker of 
Columbia university was a member of 
the expedition that Cook ‘led to the 
mountain and he later disputed Cook’s 
assertion that he reached the sum- 
mit after the professor and other 
companions had turned back. 

Recently Parker organized an ex- 
pedition to attempt the ascent of the 
mountain and it was planned that this 
party should leave New York about 
April 25 next. They intended to go 
to Seattle and thence by steamship to 
Cook Inlet on the Alaskan coast. From 
that point they planned to travel by 
motor boat to the Chulnita Glacier, 
where a permanent base would be es- 
tablished. 

Mt. McKinley is the assumed cul- 
minating point of the North American 
continent and is In the Alaskan range, 
latitude 63 degrees, 4 minutes north, 
longitude 151 degrees west. Its height 
is given as 20,461 feet. It is exten- 
sively glaciated and has always been 
regarded as most difficult of ascent. 


GUILD FOR SENATOR 


Former Governor Could Beat Lodge, 
According to Democratic Prophet 


Boston, April 12.—‘If Curtis Guild 
announces himself as a candidate for 
the United States senate against Sen- 
ator Lodge, the Republicans will 
flock to him quicker than they flocked 
to Eugene N. 
district congressional contest.” 

This statement was made by George 
Fred Williams in discussing the politi- 
cal situation in the state. It was the 
first time that the Democratic leader 
has broken his silence of months on 
the political situation, and it fs re- 
garded as significant that he should 
launch the boom for ex-Governor 
Guild for United States senator. 


BAR AND BOTTLE BILL 


It Is Passed by Lower Branch of 
Massachusetts Legislature 
Boston, April 14.—The bar and bot- 
tle bill, which provides that liquor 
dealers with bars may not sell bottled 
goods, passed the house to be en- 
grossed by a voice vote. Just before 


this final action in the house on the, 


bill an amendment to have it take ef- 
fect thirty days after its passage, in- 
stead of immediately, was defeated by 
a vote of 132 to S6. 

It now goes to the senate for enact- 
ment and then to the governor for his 
signature or veto. 


Twenty Thousand on Strike 

Marseilles, April 14.—Riots and 
fighting between strikers and gend- 
armes have filled the hospitals with 
wounded. Clashes are frequent, in 
spite of the presence of military rein- 
forcements. Retail trade is crippled.

All points of difference will be arbi- 
trated by E. E. Clark, member of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
P. H. Morrissey, president of the 
Railway Employes and Investors’ as- 
sociation. They will appoint a third 
arbiter if necessary. 

The agreement to arbitrate affects 
about 5800 employes of the New York 
Central system on the lines east of 
Buffalo, comprising the New York 
Central railroad proper, the West 
Shore and the Boston and Albany. 

President Brown of the New York 
Central, in a statement, recounted 
the agreement to appoint arbitrators, 
and added: 

“The question to be submitted. to 
them is whether any increase in rates 
of pay shall be made, and, if the ar- 
bitrators find that an increase is justi- 
fied, they are to name the amount of 
such increase and also to decide upon 
such change in conditions of service 


as in their judgment should be 
made.”

SIX DEATHS IN 
NEW HAVEN FIRE 


Firemen Perish While Fighting 
Flames In County Jal 


OTHERS ARE BADLY BURNED 


Survivor Tells How Unfortunate Men 
Were Trapped by Doors Slamming 
Behind Them When Back-Draft Was 
Created by Explosion of Tank of 
Gasolene—Troops Look After Pris- 
oners While Blaze Is In Progress 


New Haven, April 1#.—Trapped by 
metal doors and barred windows, six 
firemen who were fighting flames in 4 
workshop were caught by a back draft 
and burned to death during the partial 
destruction of the New Haven county 
jail. 

Three of their comrades were saved 
through the heroism of other firemen 
who were outside. The bodies of the 


six men were found after the debris | 


cooled. Many other firemen were 
fearfully burned, but. remained at 
work. 

The dead are: Captain C. L. Chap- 
man of Truck 1; Lieutenant William 
J. Doherty of Truck 1, Ladderman 
John Buckley of Truck 1, Hosemen 
James T. Cullen, James Mortell and 
Thomas McGrath of Engine 4. 

Six men from Truck 1 were fighting 
their way through the cell room of the 
jail into the workshop when an explo- 
sion-of-a gasolene tank caused a back- 
draft and slammed behind them the 
iron doors separating the two build- 
ings. 

Three of the men were hemmed in 
a corner and burned to death, while 
the other three made their way to a 
barred window, to which they clung 
with streams of water playing on 
them from the outside. Soon after 
reaching the window the roof fell in 
and ladders were put up from the out- 
side and down the inside and the men 
taken out. The other dead firemen 
were caught by the same back-draft, 
as they were working at the other end 
of the building, and were carried down 
by the roof when it fell in. 

Cornelius Shugrue,who was found 
lying at the foot of the wall of the 
workshop, told how Doherty, Cullen 
and Mortell met their death. When 
they found themselves hemmed in by 
the closing of the doors they made for 
the cellar in search of air. The flames 
already licking their clothing, they 
reached the cellar and searched for a 
place to get out, but there was none. 

“It’s up to the roof, boys,” said 
one of the men, and the four men 
crawled up the stairs again. ‘By this 
time the building was a mass of 
flames. Shugrue was the first to 
reach the roof, and, holding his head 
in his coat, reached down to Doherty 
to pull him up to the roof. He got 
hold of the lieutenant’s wrist, but the 
others, too exhausted by their efforts 
to reach the upper stories, were un- 
able to help, and Shugrue held on as 
long as he could and then let go, 
Doherty dropping into the flames. 

The other two he could not see. 
Shugrue crawled to the edge of the 
roof and jumped, landing at the foot 
of the building, where he was found 
two hours later. Ladderman Vaugh, 
who was caught in the building, was 
rescued by James Cronogue, who 
crawled into the building and put his 
helmet over Vaugh’s face and then | 
pulled him out. 

The fire was discovered by a pris- 
oner, and the 175 men in the work- 
shop were sent to their cells. When 
it was seen that there was danger of 
the fire spreading to the main build- 
ing the 246 male and 42 female in- 
mates were taken to the police sta- 
tions and the Foot Guard armory. Un- 
der authority of Governor Weeks 
three companies of the Second regi- 
ment, Connecticut National Guard, 
were sent to the fire and took charge 
of the jail grounds and patrolled the 
surrounding streets. 

Last night the prisoners, under 
military escort, were returned to the 


jail.

case. Judge Lawton decided in the 
Middlesex probate court that he. is 
not Daniel Blake Russell. 

This momentous decision, in one of 
the most famous cases that ever came 
before a Massachusetts court, was 
given after Judge Lawton had .re- 
hearsed some of the chief features 
which have figured in the contest over 
the $500,000 estate of Daniel Russell 
of Melrose. 

“I find,” declared the judge at the 
conclusion of his decision, “that the 
petitions now before the court were 
not brought or presented by Daniel 
Blake Russell, but by one who at- 
tempted to impersenate him and de- 
fraud. the estate. Accordingly they 
will all be dismissed.” 

Along with the dismissal of the pe- 
titioner’s claim there also was dis- 
missed the three petitions originally 
made by he claimant; for an account 
of the estate of the estate of Daniel 
Russell of Melrose; for a distribution 
of the estate and for the appointment 
of a new bondsman.

Sald to Have Run in the Blood 
of Bertram Spencer 


' WOUND INFLIGTED BY FATHER 


riminal Instincts May Be Traced to 
It, Mother of Springfield 
“Raffles’—Happiness of His Home 
Was Never Broken—Family and 
Friends Had No Inkling, of His 
Dual Character 


Says 


Springfield, Mass., April 10.— 
Bertram Spencer’s mother says her 
son’s criminal instincts may possibly 
be traced to a wound on the head he 
received at the age of 9 during a beat- 
ing administered by his father. 

Or, she claimed in an interview, 
the confessed murderer of Miss 
Blackstone may inherit insanity, as 
his grandfather, William L. Spencer, 
died in the Middletown (Conn.) in- 
sane hospital, and Helen Dale, a 
daughter of this man’s first wife, was 
confined in an insane asylum four 
years. 

Mrs. Spencer spent some time with 
her son in his cell in the Hampton 
county jail yesterday. Her allega- 
tions regarding his mental irresponst- 
bility is considered to indicate that 
the defense of the confessed murderer 
and robber will be insanity. 

Bertram G. Spencer is very tall, 
and his physique is excellent. His 
shoulders are square and broad. His 
features are regular and pleasant and 
his complexion is good. His hair is 
a soft brown. His eyes are light 
blue. 

He has been a model son and hus- 
band. ‘Two years ago he married an 
18-year-old girl. To his home he 
took his mother. The happiness of 
the home was never broken, even for 


an instant. Family spats were un- 
*nown. Spencer came home every 


night. He never drank. He never 
smoked. He seldom swore, and none 
of his companions ever heard him tell 
an off-color story. He loved singing. 
His only absences from his home oc- 
curred when ‘he dropped out to sing 
with a few of his friends, to do an 
errand for his wife, or to get a breath 
of fresh air. One child was born into 


the Spencer family a year ago. An- 
other is expected in a week. 

“A week ago I asked for some 
candy,” said Mrs. Spencer. “Bert 


jumped up immediately, got his hat, 
and said he would get it for me. Half 
an hour later he returned. He had 
the candy. 

“But in that half hour he had mur- 
dered one person, attempted to kill 
another and had committed a robbery. 

“And all the time I never suspect- 
ed. In the two years we have been 
married I have never for one moment 
suspected that he got money in any 
way that was not perfectly legitimate. 
But I know it fs not his fault. It is 
the insane streak which has been in 
his family for generations.” 

During the entire time that he was 
at work, and his work has not been 
limited to Springfield, Spencer has 
never once fallen under suspicion, 

For the past year Spencer has 
worked as a clerk in Handy’s whole- 
sale pork house. After each robbery, 
and after the murder of Miss Martha 
Blackstone, Spencer discussed the 
matters freely with his fellow work- 


men.

HARTRIDGE LOSES CASE 


Claimed Balance of $92,000 Was Due

COOPER IS SET FREE 


Governor of Tennessee Pardons Man 
Who Assassinated Carmack 

Nashville, April 14.—Governor 
Pattison has pardoned Colonel Dun- 
can D. Cooper, who was sentenced by 
a jury to twenty years’ imprisonment 
for the murder of former Senator Ed- 
ward W. Carmack on Nov. 8, 1908. 

The pardon by the governor fol- 
lowed the refusal of the supreme court 
to grant a new trial to the man who 
killed his political enemy because of 
a slight personal quarrel. 

The appeal of the two Coopers, 
father and son, went to the supreme 
court together. Each had been sen- 
tenced to twenty years. The court 
ordered a new trial for Robin Cooper, 
the son, who was sentenced for com- 
plicity in the crime, but refused it to 
the father. 


BALL IS HELD FOR 
FELLOWS MURDER 


Arrest Just Made For Crime 
Committed Last November 


Concord, N.H., April 13.—Albert 
8. Ball, employed at the local rail- 
road shops, was arrested, charged 
with the murder of Charles H. Fellows 
on the night of Nov. 22, 1909. 

Fellows was driving to his home in 
Bow from his grocery store in this 
city and was attacked and killed just 
as he was entering his dooryard. 

Prior to the murder Ball had been 
a frequent visitor at the Fellows home 
in the absence of Fellows, and stories 
of differences between Fellows and his 
wife because of Ball put the authori- 
ties on the track, which resulted. in 
the arrest yesterday. He is 40 years 
old and has a wife and one chilld. 


SUGAR PROBE CHECKED 


Inquiry Inadvisable Because of Suits 
Instituted by Government 

Washington, April 14.—There will 
be no congressional investigation of 
the sugar trust. This was decided 
at a conference between President 
Taft and Representative Hill (Conn.), 
chairman of the house committee on 
expenditures in the treasury depart- 
ment. 

This committee has had under con- 
sideration for several weeks a resolu- 
tion asking the president to inform the 
house what facts exist which make 
inexpedient a thorough examination by 
the house of the customs frauds, com- 
monly known as the sugar frauds. 

It is understood that the president 
and Hill agreed that it would be inad- 
visable to undertake a congressional 
investigation at this time in view of 
the suits instituted by the govern- 
ment.

Providence, April 18.—The Grand 
Trunk charter bill was made a law 
when Governor Pothier affixed his sig- 
nature to the document. The Dill 
gives the Southern New England Rail- 
way company, an auxiliary branch of 
the Grand Trunk railway, a direct 
line through Rhode Island, with a 
seaport outlet at Providence. =

Old-time Spelling Matches in 
Andover 


) 


Two carefully preserved’ cuttings 
from the Lawrence American and 
Andover Advertiser of long ago (one 
of them without date) have been 
handed me, containing descriptions 
of ancient spelling-matches in Ando- 
ver. They sound so much like the 
experiences of the Lincoln spelling 
contest in the town hall two weeks 
ago as to recall the ‘wise man’s say- 
ing, “Is there anything. whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? It 
hath been already of old time, which 
was before us.” 

And when inquiry was made of the 
elders whom I chanced to meet, their 
replies’ suggested the rest of the 
passage: “There is no remembrance 
of former things!” But of courSé 
there must be many others whé. will 
recall these occasions sof ofily forty 
or fifty years agoy apd will be inter- 
ested to read ghé reports of them 
written at the time. 

Thére’ was evidently a. series of 
such contests about that time, con- 
tinuing for several years, The first 
I have been able to find was held 
February 23, 1866, and reported in 
the Andover column ‘of the Law- 
rence American in the following 
week, as follows: 

“The spelling match at the Town Hall 
on Friday evening was largely attended. 
The following awards were made: 

1st, to the best speller in the class of 
those under ten years of age, Charles A. 
Gleason of the Centre district, a copy of 
“The Young Folks” for 1866, : 

2d, best under twelve, Ella A, Chase, 
Osgood district, box of .water colors; 
value, $3. 

3d, best of all ages, Miss Allie A, Nick- 
erson, Osgood district, 2 vols.; value, 
$2.50. 

4th, best speller and definer, Miss 
Allie A. Nickerson, Osgood district, il- 
lustrated copy of Pilgrim’s Progress; 
value, $5. 

Marked improvement in the spelling 
over all previous occasions.” 


A notice of this contest had been 
given in the last issue of the Ando- 
ver Advertiser, dated February 10, 
1866, that paper which had been edit- 
ed and -published for eleven years by 
Mr. W. F. Draper, being then merged 
in the American. Neither in that no- 
tice, or in the report copied above, 
is there any hint as to the donor of 
the prizes, but as a matter of fact, 
Mr. Draper was himself the founder 
of the contest. This comes out in 
the next report found in the paper, 
February 28, 1868, 


“The town hall was entirely filled at. 


the spelling match on Friday afternoon, 
thus evincing the deep interest felt by 
the community generally in this annual 
gathering, which has become a permanent 
institution. Awards were made by the 
judges as follows; Under ten years of 
age, : 
ist prize to Fanny Shannon, Centre 
District, 9 years old: Home Twilight 
Stories, 4 vols. This little girl, the small- 
est of her class, proved that the choicest 
goods are sometimes put up in the small- 
est bundles. As she bore off the palm, 
it was difficult to suppress the enthusiasm 
of the audience, 

2d prize to Theresa Chase, West Centre 
District, 9 years old: writing desk. She 
exhibited remarkable self-reliance and 
mature deliberation, and honorably won 
her post of honor, There were’ twenty 


competitors. 
Second -class, under twelve years of 
age. Ist. prize to Georgianna Chase, 


West Centre District, 11 years old: Font- 
hill Recreations, 3 vols. This is a very 
bright little girl, and a‘sister of Theresa. 
ad prize to Thaddeus Keneson, Osgood 
District, 8 years old: a portfolio. Well 
merited by a rosy-cheeked, bright-eyed, 
energetic, honest boy. Forty competitdrs. 

Third class, age unlimited, 1st prize to 
Hannah Keneson, Bailey District, 12 
years old: Oliver Optic’s Woodville 
Stories, 6 vols. Hannah looks very much 
like her brother Thaddeus, only a little 
more so; no one can look -upon these 
promising children without hoping that 
fortune may smile by furnishing theth a 
future of educational advantages corre- 
sponding with the development of their 
intellectual abilities. 2d prize to Henry 
Gray, Holt District, 15 years old: a beau- 
tiful writing desk, This boy is sober, 
deliberate, self-possessed, and _ evidently 
ares more about thinking and under- 
standing than about play and nonsense. 
Fifty-four competitors. 

The. gifts bestowed by Mr. Draper 
are valued at $25. At the conclusion of 
the exercises he received an enthusiastic 
vote of thanks, and responded in a few 
brief remarks, hoping to meet his young 
friends for a similar purpose next year. 
Many excellent spellers participated be- 
sides those who received the prizes, but 
diffidence prevented quite a number of 
them from doing themselves justice. 
Quite a number of persons from abroad 
were present, among whom we noticed 
G. E. Hood, Esq. Superintendent of 
Schools in Lawrence, and Abner J. 
Phipps, Esq., of the State Board of Edu- 
cation.” 

One is curious to know whether 
some of these girls and boys are 
still living, and glad of the attention 
they gave to the art of spelling! I 
have one other, undated report, the 
“sixth annual spelling match,” which 
may be copied later, if of interest to 
the readers of the Townsman.

A National Tuberculosis Sunday 


The day will be recognized in all, 
or nearly all, of the church of An- 
dover. 

The National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
osis announces that on April 24 a 
national tuberculosis Sunday will be 
held in the churches of the United 
States. 

Following campaigns against con- 
sumption that have been carried on 
in the churches of hundreds of cities, 
and sermons. on tuberculosis that 
have been preached before thousands 
of congregations during the past 
year, a movement has been started 
to establish a permanent tuberculosis 
Sunday, on which it is hoped that 
every one of the 33,000,000 church- 
goers in the United States will hear 
the gospel of health. It is planned 
to enlist the active co-operation of 
anti-tuberculosis organizations, labor 


unions, fraternal organizations, and | 
other bodies together with the 
churches in the movement. The aid 


of leading churchmen in many of the 
principal denominations has already 
been offered. 

It is planned that on April 24th 
tuberculosis sermons shall be 
preached in all the churches of the 
country. Literature will be distri- 
buted to members of the congrega- 
tions, and in every way an effort will 
be made to teach that tuberculosjs 
is a dangerous disease and that it 
can be prevented and cured. 

Those who attend these services in 
Andover will be given an opportunity 
to subscribe to the work of the local 
committee.

I urge all citizens of the Common- 
wealth to do something practical and 
definite on that day towards planting 
new trees or improving those already 
growing. 

The Commonwealth is expending 
annually over three hundred thousand 
dollars for the care and preservation 
of its trees from the ravages of in- 
sects and other pests. Our cities and 
towns are doing much in addition to 
this, and public-spirited citizens are 
contributing largely of their private 
means to rid our trees of these de- 
stroying pests. 

It behooves every person to do his 
share. If he cannot do much, he cau 
at least do something to assist in the 


preservation of the shade trees in our | 


cities and towns, which add so much 
to the beauty and comfort of our 
homes. Others can help the cause of 
reforestation and in the preservalioti 
of existing forests, or can disseminate 
information in regard to proper meth- 
ods of cutting timber and planting 
trees; and I trust _that every citizen 
will do some one thing at least to aid 
this cause.

The fifty-third Psalm is 

identical with this; and seems to have 
been adapted,. by a few slight addi- 
tions, to some triumph of Israel, 
possibly to the destruction of Sen-| 
acherib’s army in response to the} 
prayer of Hezekiah,-see—verse—5, II 
Kings 19:35, also 11 Chro, 32:20, 21. 
Paul, Rom. 3:10-20, cites this Psalm 
with other passages from the Old 
Testament to prove man’s :universal 
sinfulness and the need of divine 
power for the salvation both of the 
individual and: society. 
_ This Psalm like the previous one 
begins with a. despairing note, and 
ends in hope. It echoes the feeling 
of the 12th Psalm. There it is the 
words, and here the acts and thoughts | 
of the ungodly, that awaken his com- 
plaint against their oppression. The. 
Psalmist gazes, as if at a great! 
tragedy, upon a vast and bitter apos- 
tacy. Corruption has reached its 
height. Now God looks down, as at 
Babel and Sodom, to see if there are 
any that seek after God, verse 2, But | 
in vain. There is none that doeth 
good. No, not one. They are corrupt 
(putrid) together. Appalled at what 
he beholds He exclaims (verse 4) 
Have they no knowledge, all these 
workers of iniquity, who eat my 
people as they eat bread, and call not 
on Jehovah (see Mark -3:3). In 
verse 5 The ungodly are terrified by 
the divine scrutiny, as_in Psalm 2:5.) 
For God is in the generation of the 
righteous, The poet now addresses 
the wicked. Though ye shame the 
counsel of the afflicted, Jehovah is his | 
refuge. Then follows the prayer for! 
deliverance — possibly a subsequent 
addition like the ‘closing verses of the 
51st Psalm. 

The language is highly poetic, and 
does not question the omnipresence | 
and omnescience of God. The denial of | 
God is not theoretical but practical. ; 
The belief in divinity of some kind 
was then absolutely without excep- 
tion. To act as if God ‘did not exist 
or were not a present spectator and 
judge is everywhere in scripture | 
treated as the height of. folly. It} 
seems idiotic to one who realizes His 
all pervading presence. 

On this Psalm we have an inspired 
exposition. Paul applies its teachings 
to common life. The Psalm states 
a well-known fact. Men do not in- 
quire and seek after God.. Personal 
acquaintance with God they do not 
relish. “ATL have inclined away from 
Him’”’;as the branches of trees, in some 
regions, all grow away from the point

There Are 26,782 Patrons In 
Massachusetts.

Work of the Grange by the Fact 
| That Over 17,000 Members Took Part 
In the Discussions the Past Year, 


| Great Interest Shown In the Literary 


Over Forty Granges Held Grange 
Fairs. 


The Massachusetts state grange held 
its aunual session at Springfield, Mass, 
with a large attendance. State Master 
Richardson in his annual address urg. 
ed, among other things, a more rigid 
enforcement of the seed and feed in. 
spection law. In the matter of im. 
proving the highways he believed that 
the cost of ‘maintenance should be 
equalized in proportion to the number 
of inhabitants served. -He emphasized 
the importance of farmers co-operating 
in fighting insect pests. He looked 
upon the apathy of many as most se- 
rious. State Lecturer C. M. Gardner 
said that during the twel¥e months 
ended Oct. 1, 1909, 1,954 discussions 
were held and participated in by 17,402 
Patrons, 1,647 papers had been read 
and discussed by over 2,300 members, 
1,886 speakers had addressed granges 
on different topics, as entertainment 
features nearly 6,800 vocal and nearly 
5,000 instrumental selections had been 

| rendered and readings to the number 
of 6,117. The total attendance on sub- 
ordinate grange meetings during the 

‘year was 270,265. In 180 granges some 

phase of town improvement had been 

considered, and 201 had devoted an 
evening to patriotic themes, and the 

children had been remembered in 194 

grange evenings all their own. Over 

forty granges had held fairs of their 
own, and sixty-five have assisted in ag- 
ricultural fairs in their vicinity. The 

Secretary reported the total number of 

granges in the state at 232 and the to- 
| tal membership 26,782, a net gain of 
nearly 2,200. 

The secretary of the Mutual Fire In- 
surance company, in which the grange 
{s interested, reported 3,085 policies 
in force, carrying $3,046,410 in risks. 
The Patrons’ Co-operative association 
organized a year ago, did a business 
of over $150,000 and shows a saving 
to Patrons of $30,000 on 15,000 tons of 
agricultural chemicals, 20,000 tons of 
grain and feed, 4,000 barrels of flaur 
and other things used on the farm. 
The stock is held by 514 people. 
Worthy Lecturer Charles M. Gardner 
was elected to the office of master. 
The lecturers’ conference was attend- 
ed by 242 leeturers. The question of 
abolishing the milk standard set by 
law was up. before the grange, and it 
was recommended to the legislature 
that the present standard be= abol- 
ished. F. W. Rane, state forester, suid 
that the state had lost $30,000 by  for- 
est fires, a large number of wih 
could have been prevented had there 
been proper fire apparatus. Te sug 
gested that the legislature appropriate 
a@ sufficient amount for the purchase 
of fire equipment. ‘Two hundred aud 
ninety-six candidates took the I 
degree.
